Tho Treesory Report, now before ne 
and oor readers, is a document which 
hesbeen looked for with unusual in­ 
terest, reedily accounted for by the 
consideretion that on iu completion de­ 
pended the qnestfoo, whether, in order 
to eaako both ends meeot, it would bo 
necessary for Congreas to curtail greatly 
tho national esponditore. or to resort 
to direct taiutioo* W* w v«ry glad lo 
Aad. frttm i ^rusal of thia hooest end 
perspieuoua OBpoaitieo of the stete of 
the t reasury, that both altcrnaiives may 
be etoided. without reaorting to loana. 
Not that we ere aterao to any reduction 
of the national expediture, which can be 
made without derogeting from the ef­ 
ficiency of the seterel depertmenta of 
the government.—On the eontrary, bad 
the lesource fallen 
'^we should 
have been disposed to ^ 
p<^t in 
Ibis particular, in preieK'jTT*' borrow­ 
ing nsoney, and d ecid ed lj^^.feren ce 
to laying direct impoaitiona, 
time 
when every body knows tbei there is 
noli in some of the states, money enough 
(ofapecie value) to allow the people 
conveniently to pay even their postages 
in it.-»W e rejoice, therefore, to learn 
fiomthe Report, that there is a very 
li.tle apparent probability of a deficiency 
in the revenue lor ibe ordinary pur­ 
poses of government, up to the year 
1S3S.—By our calculation that is about 
the time, when something like a health­ 
ful currency will be restored in nearly 
every State in the Union. 


The 5late of Tennessee has. with a 
forecast which appeara to us common- 
ble fixed a day in the y ear 1825, beyond 
which specie payments by the Banka in 
that state shall not be delayed.— We 
may reasonably entertain the hope that 
other states similarly aituated will imi* 
tato her example. 
The day is ■ long 
one. it is true; but it is a day fixed, and 
we are assured that the determination is 
not likely to be revoked 
If. then, in 
the year 1835, direct taxes should be 
found to be nui:essary. there is at least a 
possibilTty of their being collected if 
laid. 


As we undertook toguete, tbe other 
‘ day, from the facts given in the Presi- 
dent’s Message., what would be the 
! I evenue for the present year, we are 
well pleased to find that we were m 
near the mark as to have come within 
15U,00U dollars of it,—The amount of 
the receipts into the Treasury for the 
three first quarters of the year, added to 
the estimated receipts for the fourth 
quarter, is 14|8I4475 dollars—being 
some what more than a million short of 
the estimate made by the becretary of 
the Treasury at the commencement of 
the last session of Congress. 
Tbe dis­ 
agreement ot the estimate with the re­ 
sult is attributable to the unexpected 
redui.tton of the amount of imports in 
the close of Ihe last year, and the first 
quarter of the present, and lo the re­ 
duction in the receipts from Ihe public 
land» and from the dividends on bank 
stock.

been obliged to avail himself of the 
whole Ifnount authorized by law to be 
borrowed. 


On the whole, though the aspect of 
this Report is very fiatli>ring and agreea­ 
ble as to the future, wo find in it a stroni; 
monition, to financiers, against saoyuinu 
calcula iona. and in faver of an abundant 
>e:hbr than a acanty provision of means 
for defraying the public exptnces. On 
this bead, one fact obtained from Ihe 
leport is conclusive .* 
If all the ap­ 
propriations made by law had been cal­ 
led for during the year, the Treanuiy 
would have been deficient(deducting the 
unavailable funds) by somewhere about 
a million and a half of dollara of the 
meana of paying them.
